Until last Saturday there was but little 
change in the unfavorable weather con 
dltiont which have prevailed in Kentucky 
during the past two weeks. The tempera- 
ture of the early part of the week was con- 
siderably below the normal and the nights 
exceptionally cool. From May 29th to 
June 1st, inclusive, frosts occurred in 
many places In tbe Eastern half of the 
state, but no material damage resulted 
beyond tbe retarding of the growth of all 
vegetation. Since June lit normal 
weather conditions for tbe teaaon have 
prevailed. But little rain fell during, the 
week, only a few light scattered showera 
being reported. The amount of sunshine 
received wag very near the normal. He- 
ports relative to crops are generally of 
an unfavorable character, but the ma- 
jority of them express the opinion that a 
period of favorable weather will nearly, 
if not quite, restore most of them to their 
normal condition. 

The condition of wheat does not ap- 
pear to have changed materially from 
that of last week, it having made little 
or no progress i n grow th . There are many 
complaints of injury fn m the snow and 
1 iw temperature, but taking the Hate as a 
whole it is net thought that the damage 
is so general or serious as to preclude the 
possibility of a good crop, barring future 
unfavorable weather conditions. This 
opinion is concurred in by many of the 
best correspondents throughout the state. 

Tbe outlook for corn is even lessfavora 
able than that reported last week. It 
hag made no growth since the snow, and 
the cool nights since then have acted as 
an additional retarding influence. It la 
generally small and unhealthy looking 
and needs warm sunshine to stimulate it 
to a rapid growth. Its condition in the 
Western and Southern counties is better 
than in the Eastern sections of Ihe state, 
which suffered the most from the effect! 
of the cold weather. 

Oats are generally reported to be poor, 
though a few late planted fields will 
yield a fair crop. Tbe condition of rye 
is practically the same as that of wheat. 

The present prospect for tobacco can- 
not be said to be promising. The dry 
weather has prevented the work of trans- 
planting and the plants are rapidly be- 
coming too large to set. Only about half 
the crop is in the ground, and warm 
rains are needed to put the soil in condi- 
tion to permit of the planting of the 
remainder In some localities the planta 
are reported to have been killed by the 

Early hemp land is being plowed over 
and resown in many places, but late bemp 
was iujuretl but very little by the cold. 

Gardeus have suffered seriously, and 
all of the tender crops, such as melons, 
imbers and sweet potatoes, are killed 
lanv sections. The smaller fruits, 
except strawberries, have also been 
seriously damaged 

Meadows are only fair, but will be 
improved with rain.

("on Min n, O., June 7— The labor 
situation In the Cambridge district is 
in a state of chaos, and tiov. McKinley 
Wednesday night ordered thirty-one 
companies of militia to concentrate at 
that point. For several days the civil 
authorities have submitted to frequent 
attempts to obstruct the passage of 
trains, and matters have grown so seri- 
ous that the chief executive has been 
called upon to assist in restoring the 
peace. 

Gov. McKinley received the follow- 
ing: 

"Cambridge, o., June 8. 
"A large force of striking miners, 
numbering 400 or 800, have taken pos- 
session of the B. A O. railroad at Min- 
eral Siding, and are interfering with 
trains by running freight trains in on 
siding and demanding that all coal 
cars be set off before the train is al- 
lowed to proceed, placing ties on the 
track, stoning trains, etc. I am in- 
formed that other miners are coining 
to their assistance. 

"Have endeavored to disperse them 
and have the train released, but sin un- 
able to cope with them or secure a 
posse that 1 can depend upon equal to 
the situation to assist, and I now call 
upon you for assistance. A number of 
the miners are armed with clubs, have 
made threats and declare they are de- 
termined to stop all coal cars from 
passing through. Trains have Wen 
interfered with to-day, have been 
stoned und have been run in on siding, 
and I have reason to believe that the
